IOC Wants 
South Africa 
to Bow Out

L A U S A N N E , Switzerland 


(AP) 
— South Africa, whose 


readmlsslon to the Olympic 
Games touched off a worldwide 
controversy, today Is on the 
Verge of exclusion from the 
Summor Games In Mexico City. 


The executive board of the In* 


ternatlonal Olympic Committee, 
meeting In an emergency ses- 
sion, bowed to enormous pres* 
sures Sunday and recommended 
that South Africa be banned 
from the Games, 


The unanimous recomrmmda- 


tion of the nine-man board, an- 
nounced by a sorrowful Avery 
Brundage, went to the 71 mem- 
bers of the IOC for their action 
in a postal vote. It is almost cer- 
tain that the full IOC will ap- 
prove the board's recommenda- 
tion, 


Brundage, 80-year-old Ameri- 


can president of the IOCS said 
that if a minimum of 36 mem- 
bers reject the recommendation 
then South Africa still could be 
invited to participate in Mexico 
next October. 


But IOC officials said this Is 


highly unlikely. They said that 
since the executive board was 
unanimous in "strongly recom- 
mending" members not to in- 
vite South Africa, it virtually 
banned South Africa from the 
Games. 


But they conceded that, tech- 


nically, it is remotely possible 
that a majority could reject the 
recommendation. 


Brundage strongly indicated 


that the board's decision was 
very much influenced by racial 
riots in the United States follow- 
ing the assassination of civil 
rights leader Dr. Martin Luther 
King. 


Brundage said the meeting 


took into account "the violent 
disorders of the past 60 days 
throughout the world." 


But this seemed a loophole 


through which the IOC was able 
to preserve the unity of the 
Olympic movement—and save 
the Mexico Games. 


There seemed little doubt that 


the IOC's hand was forced by 
the threat of a large-scale boy- 
cott by sme 40 nations, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, if South 
Africa.*were allowed to compete. 


South Africa, which has a na- 


tional racial policy of apartheid, 
was 
banned 
from the 1964 


games in Tokyo. But when South 
Africa promised to field an inte- 
grated team in Mexico City, a 
postal vote was taken on the 
question of readmission. 


It was announced in Grenoble, 


France, in February, that a ma- 
jority favored readmission. 


Black African nations protest- 


ed immediately on the grounds 
that wliile South Africa's team 
may be integrated, segregation 
still exists In South Africa as a 
national policy. 


The list of nations threatening 


to boycott the Mexico Game.? 
grew to more than 40, including 
.Russia. Mexican officials, fear- 
Ing the destruction of the games 
and the loss o.? millions of dol- 
lars, became greatly concerned 
and exerted pressure to have 
South Africa banned. 


As the boycott threat grew 


stronger the IOC called the 
emergency session during the 
weekend, culimnating in a non- 
stop 10-hour session of the exec- 
utive board Sunday.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Bob Kennedy laconically shifted the 


lump of tobacco in his cheek and pondered the virtues of 
being manager of the Oakland Athletics, a team which fin- 
ished last in the American League last year by 29l a games, 
vising Kansas City as an alias. 


When baseball started playing franchise leapfrog in 1953, 


by moving the Boston Braves to Milwaukee, the rejuvenation 
was instantaneous. The Braves jumped from seventh (in an 
eight-team league) to second place because a crop of young 
talent, featuring Eddie Mathews and soon to include Henry 
Aaron, was on the verge of maturation. 


An analogy was suggested to Kennedy that the Oakland 


A's strongly resembled those early Braves in the muscular 
promise of their younger players. 


"We got three," ho nodded, "got a chance to make it." 
Making it, in baseball nowadays, moans a kid won't dis- 


grace himself by throwing behind the ruiuu-r and, in the case 
of the dandified Athletics, forgetting to put on his white 
kangaroo shoes for the game after wearing somber black in 
batting practice. He will try to hit .2;>ti and swear allegiance 
to the promotional stunts of'Charles O. Finley, owner. 


Who, pray, Bob, are the three who ran "make it"? 
"Well, i Rick) Monday and ' Heggic-i Jackson »ot a lot of 


natural ability. And there's (Salt Bando." 


He paused for 60 seconds

"That's it," he pronounced.

Sal Brando, a swarthy third baseman with the torso of a guy 
on the waterfront, smiled pleasantly and politely.

Reggie Jackson looked »ieci-pti\e--trom the 
hip}-, down a lightweight, and the loose uniform concealed the 
depth of his chest. He moved with the ^pnnginess ot a man 
on the high board. Hick Monday's blond hair peeked out 
from the side of his cap to suggest that he wasn't on intimate 
terms with any barber. The nose bobbed up. He was three 
inches taller than the others, at tv.'v hut weighed the same

Jackson and Monday are outfielders. All three of them 


represent the batting potential of the new Oakland team. 
They have another common thread. All three are products 
of the Arizona State at Tempe school of baseball knowledge, 
run by an obscure major league s h o r t s t o p named Bob 
Winkles. 


In the years from 1965 through 1967, 23 members of Arizona 


State varsity baseball teams signed professional contracts. 
Monday ana Bando were in the 1965 crop, the leaders of a 
team which won the national collegiate championship, Mon- 
day was a sophomore, Bando a junior. 


That was the year the major leagues decided to institute a 


draft of free agents, football style. The Athletics, choosing 
first, designated Monday as the most desirable prospect in 
the United States. That, and $100,000, induced Rick to desert 
the pursuit of education. Monday remembers signing his 
contract on a Tuesday. He was graduated to the Athletics 
last year after a summer and a half of advanced baseball 
schooling and batted .251. Rick's also a brilliant centerfielder. 


Bando, chosen on a lower round, signed for $40,000. A 


Yankee scout told him he could have received $75,000 on the 
open market. What was Sal's reaction to the draft? "It was 
terrible," he said, 


He got brief exposures to big league living in 1966 and last 


summer. The first time the Athletics came to Cleveland, his 
home town, he had to dig up 40 tickets for friends and 
relatives. Last year, in 47 games with the pro varsity, he hit 
.192. 
"I know," said Sal, "1 can hit." He slugged more 


home runs than any major leaguer in spring training. 


Jackson was a freshman when Rick and Sal were on the 


Arizona State team. His main gig was football, but after he 
hit 15 homers in the spring of his sophomore year, he went 
the baseball route, too, when the Athletics picked him first 
in tlie 1966 draft. Last summer, after being named Southern 
League Player of the Year at Birmingham, he batted .178 in 
3.;i games with the A's. He has already hit two home runs into 
the centerfjdd bleachers, no man's land, at Yankee Stadium 
in this early season. 


If all three develop as expected, manager Kennedy's ap- 


praisal of talent will be the most cautious since Joe DiMaggio 
mow an Oakland vice president and coach) stepped out of a 
San Francisco cab 35 years ago. He hurt his knee, and the 
Yankees were the only team in baseball that would take a 
chance on him.

British Party 
Spiff Over 
Racial Issue

LONDON (AP) - Britain's 


Conservative party was badly 
split today following a clash be- 
tween two of its leaders over the 
racial question. 


Edward Heath, the leader of 


the opposition party, fired out- 
spoken rightwinger Enoch Pow- 
ell from the party's shadow 
Cabinet, calling a speech by 
Powell Saturday "racialist in 
tone and liable to exacerbate ra- 
cial tensions.'' 


Political writers considered 


Powell's speech a challenge to 
the more 
moderate Heath's 


leadership, forcing the party 
chief to take strong action or 
abdicate to the Tory right wing. 


Powell was the member of the 


shadow Cabinet for defense and 
would have taken command of 
that ministry if the Conserva- 
tives ousted the Labor govern- 
ment. Reginald Maudling, the 
deputy party leader, took over 
Powell's defense duties while

ier for-com- 


•• monwealth affairs. 


Other right-wing Tories de- 


nounced Powell's firing. One, 
John Jennings, called it "a trag- 
edy." Powell's speech and the 
party split also gave the Labor- 
ites valuable ammunition for 
the House of Commons debate 
Tuesday on the Labor govern- 
ment's controversial race rela- 
tions bill. 


The bill seeks to outlaw racial 


discrimination in housing, jobs 
and other fields. The Tories op- 
pose it, claiming it will be un- 
workable. 
But they also say 


they oppose racial discrimina- 
tion. 


Powell in his speech said Brit- 


ain should bar further colored 
immigrants and pay those now 
here to return to their native 
lands. The speech was peppered 
with such volatile remarks as 
colored 
immigration Is 
"a 


match on gunpowder" and riv- 
ers of blood will eventually flow. 


Powell stuck by his speech, 


claiming it was in line with Con- 
servative policy. He had no 
immediate comment on his dis- 
missal. 


There are now about one mil- 


lion colored immigrants in Brit- 
ain, about two per cent of the 
population, and racial tension 
has increased in recent years.

Financing 
of Public 
Corp. Studied

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Gov- 


ernment and private officials 
are wrestling with the problem 
of formulating a long-range fi- 
nancing plan for the fledgling 
Puzlic Broadcasting Corp. 


Congress authorized the cor- 


poration last year in an effort to 
boost federal support for non- 
commercial radio and televi- 
sion. 


Just barely off the ground, it 


won't be fully functional until 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 


An immediate concern is ex- 


tension of the $9 million author- 
ized last year to create the cor- 
poration, which the Johnson ad- 
ministration 
wants continued 


through the coming fiscal peri- 
od. 


The Senate already has ap- 


proved this request for interim 
financing. The House is sched- 
uled to take it up later this 
w»ek. 


But on the horizon rests the is- 


sue of finding a way to provide 
permanent federal funding for 
public broadcasting. 


When William D. Carey, as- 


sistant Budget Bureau director, 
appeared before a House Com- 
merce subcommittee last moath 
be outlined three principal tech- 
niques which now appear to be 
available. They were: 


—A tax on television and ra- 


dio sets manufactured—essen- 
tially the same proposal ad- 
vanced by the Carnegie Com- 
mission, which orginally devel- 
oped the concept of a public cor- 
poration. The public now spands 
an estimated $2 billion a year on 
TV sets. 


—A n<3W tax on gross reve- 


nues of commercial broadcast- 
ers, now totaling about $3 billion 
annually and rising. 


—Soma plan to make use of 


general tax revenues. 


The corporation, which will be 


run by a 15-member board of di- 
rectors, is forbidden from oper- 
ating a network of its own. How- 
ever, it can subsidize program- 
ming and help educational sta- 
tions form a network for specif- 
ic programs 
using 
existing 


means of traasmlssion. 


President Johnson has direct- 


ed the Budget Bureau, the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare and the Treasury 
to work with the corporation's 
board and congressional com- 
mittees in coming up with a per- 
manent plan. But Carey said a 
preference hasn't been found 
yet for any of the three avenues 
he outlined— or a combination of 
them. 


There also is a pending pro- 


posal by the Ford Foundation 
for a system of domestic com« 
munication 
satellites 
under 


which some amount of revenues 
would be made available to Im- 
prove public broadcasting pro- 
gramming. And a presidential 
task force is looking' into the 
broad field of telecom rnunlca* 
tions, including a review of use 
of domestic satellites.

Red River 
Navigation 
Moves Closer 
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n editorial in the Shreve- 
port 
Times last Friday, 


April 
19, quoted Senator 


Russell Long as saying that the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers will let 
contract before June 30 on the 
first leg of the Red River navi- 
gation 
channel —working up- 


stream from the confluence of 
the Red with the Mississippi's 
existing 9-foot channel. 


Navigation on Red River offers 


nothing directly to Hope, Tex- 
arkana, and Southwest Arkansas 
at the present time, for the cur- 
rent project runs only to Shreve- 
port and possibly Daingerfield, 
Texas-^but it does represent a 
beginning. And there has to be a 
beginning if we are to look for 
future extension of the channel 
to our old river port of Fulton. 


To this writer the most signi- 


ficant development in the Times 
editorial was the emphasis the 
paper gave to the discarding of 
the old Overton riverside-canal 
proposal in favor of today's fol- 
low-the-river-as-is plan. 


The Overton proposal would 


have left the river's course in 
many places, utilitizing cut-off 
canals. But now the river will 
be developed solely on its natural 
course. 


This spells out something that 


previously has agitated trade re- 
lations between Hope and Texar- 
kana. So me of the Texarkana folks 
have been zealous in promoting 
the idea that if navigation ever 
were extended north ofShreve- 
port, Fulton might be by-passed 
in favor of a direct canal route 
which would bring navigation to 
Texarkana's doorstep en route 
to the Denison dam. But today's 
Corps of Engineers plan kills 
that idea. Navigation would fol- 
low Red River's course exactly. 
Fulton would be the main port 
for both Hope and Texarkana — 
and if either city wished to bring 
navigation any closer it could do 
what Houston did . . . financing 
its own barge canal to the river, 
as Houston built a ship channel 
to the sea. 


Construction for navigation on 


the Red is beginning, but it's up 
to all of us in Southwest Arkan- 
sas and East Texas to help on 
the congressional end. For we 
know that powerful economic 
forces are opposed to waterway 
development. I quote the follow- 
ing excerpt from the April 18 
bulletin of the National Water- 
ways Conference, Inc., Washing- 
ton, D.C., received today:

New Clash 
in Korea,

Wallace is the ideal white man,

"Two of a 
kind, George Racist and Justice 
(Bigot) Jim," "Wallace for jani- 
tor," and "Down with Wallace, 
up with America." 


There were no incidents at the 


main gate as Police Chief R. E.

An Exempli 
of Integrated 
Education

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Ruby 


Martin, nawly named Chief of 
the federal school desegregation 
program, calls herself "a living 
example of the benefits dilute* 
grated education," 


Th9 35*year«old Negro toman, 


appointed Friday as director of 
civil rights for the Department 
of Health, Education and Wei* 
fare, credited her white class- 
mates in Cleveland years ago 
with stimulating her academic 
drive. 


And responding to an inter* 


viewer's question, she said! 


"Can 
separate schools really 


be equal? I just don't know, But 
if our Southern schools are any 
indication, maybe not*" 


The Supreme Court's 1934 de- 


cision against "separate but 
equal" schools for whites and 
Negroes so far only has been 
applied to legally separated 
schoo1 systems in the South, The 
courts generally have held that 
school 
segregation resulting 


from housing patterns—the type 
of segregation found in the 
North—isn't unconstitutional. 


But Mrs. Martin predicted the 


department's antidiscrimination 
program 
just under way in 


Northern school systems will 
force the courts to make further 
rulings on such segregation. 


In her new post, Mrs. Martin 


will direct a staff of 300 seeking 
to end discrimination in hospi- 
tals, nursing homes and welfare 
agencies as well as in schools. 


Now a lawyer, Mrs. Martin 


began her education in the Ar- 
kansas back country. She keeps 
on her desk a photograph of a 
ramshackle rural Negro school, 
saying it reminds her of her 
goal. 


After she had attended three 


grades in school at Dermott, 
Ark,, her college-educated busi- 
nessman father took the family 
to Cleveland, where she attend- 
ed predominantly white schools. 
She recalls her classmates at 
Glenville 
High School 
were 


highly motivated second^enera- 
tion Jewish youngsters and "the 
academic 
competition 
was 


rough." 


But, said Mrs. Martin, 'Tve 


always been competitive" and 
noted she made the high school 
honor roll. 
' 


'Tm a living example of the 


benefits 
of integrated educa- 


tion," she said. 


Mrs. Martin said, however, 


that she doesn't necessarily 
blame white parents for moving 
from cities to suburbs to get 
away from poor, Negro schools, 
She voiced less sympathy for 
white parents who think "if 
there is 10 or 20 per cent 
Negroes in a school, if s a bad 
one." 


Mrs. Martin said she decided 


on civil rights work when she 
was at Fisk University in Nasa- 
ville, Tenn., where she recalled 
"I was thrown oft more buses 
than I care to remember" for 
refusing to move to the back. 


"That kind of thing gets to 


you after a while," she said. 


After graduating from How- 


ard University Law School in 
Washington, she worked for the 
Community Relations Service in 
Cleveland and for the U.S. Com- 
mission on Civil rights before 
joining HEW in 1965.
